Hopkinton, MA (April 8, 2020) - Hopkinton’s Select Board unanimously voted on April
7th to appoint Deputy Police Chief Joseph E. Bennett Il as Hopkinton’s Chief of Police
subject to a successful contract negotiation.

Bennett, who most recently served as Interim Chief and Deputy Police Chief has been a
member of the Hopkinton Police Department for over 25 years. He joined the force as a
Patrolman in 1993 and has held several positions including Detective, Police Sergeant,
and Administrative Lieutenant. He holds a Master of Arts degree in Criminal Justice
Administration and a Bachelor of Science in Law Enforcement from Western New
England College and is an Adjunct Professor at Dean College where he designs,
develops and delivers courses in crisis management, security systems planning and
operations and sports and special events planning.

Significant accomplishments as Deputy Police Chief included overseeing the
development of a traffic management program and the development of a new Detective
Sergeant position. As an Administrative Lieutenant, Bennett was involved with budget
planning, preparation and financial analysis, was in charge of the Public Safety
Communications Center, served as the Boston Marathon Security Coordinator and
worked to improve community engagement and crime prevention.

Bennett was recognized by the Massachusetts State Senate in 2019 and has received
numerous awards including:
